I sent for Former Special Agent Robert Maheu on the afternoon 
of February 14th and advised him that we were getting sick and tired at numerous 
reports which had reached the. Bureau to the effect that Maheu and his Associates 
have entry to the FBI; that they can get information from the FBI; that while we 
dislike unpleasant situations, nevertheless such allegations strike at the very hea 
of the Bureau's integrity and the next time a situation such as this develops we 
have no choice but to immediately ask for a full Grand Jury inquiry into the 
allegations since they bear upon our integrity and we do not intend to continue 
permitting such misinformation to be circulated. •

Maheu was taken back. He said that no one has been making such 
statements in his organization; that if he knew of anyone who made such statement s- J 
he would promptly fire them; that such allegations are not true; that it would be 
inconsistent with his methods of operation to get information from FBI files if 
he could ; that as a matter of fact he has not taken any business wherein there was 
a controversy between the business and the Government, nor would he take a case 
wherein, his client would have been investigated by the Bureau. He further stated 
that he makes it clear to all of his clients, that while his organization is made up 

] of ex FBI Agents, they cannot guarantee to perform miracles and he makes the 
specific point that they do not have access to Bureau files. He stated that he would 
be very-glad to compile a list of allhis clients and give them to us with the request 
that we go out and conduct an independent inquiry.

staff did discuss it and lie fired him. He mentioned no names, but, of course, 
was referring to former Special Agent Howard Leahy. He kept protesting that 
he had made no statement indicating access to the Bureau. I told him that as 
a matter of fact in one of the allegations which we had the intimation was that 
he was the source of such a statement. He denied this: and stated that he would 
like to confront anyone who would make such a statement; that it was a lie and 
he then tried to prove how stupid it would be for him to make such a Statement; 
that he wanted the Bureau's good will; that the Bureau could do irreparable harm 
to him and he wanted no controversy with the Bureau. I told him we were not 
seeking controversy with him, but were merely telling him what our position 
was and that we fully intended to do exactly what I had related to him. 

He stated that he would be in full accord with such an action; that 
he, himself, would welcome a Grand Jury investigation; that if any one of his 
staff has made such statements, they could not remain and do not belong in his 
organization; that if anyone on his staff has made such statements and he can 
prove them he will very promptly dismiss them ’from his service. He then 
pointed out that he had thp* following individuals working with him: Foprfer 
Speciap^gent Charlie^yops - London, Fprlmer Special Agents Lou j jfeaissell, 
Ra^£aggart, Willianj^R£ddin and J igaftp' Le ary. The last two he staged were 
working on a part time'basis. He thed pointed out that he has another individual 
working for him, John Gerrity, who is not a former Agent, but was formerly a 
newspaperman. He stated that he did know that 'Gerrity at times exaggerated. 

I told him that I knew Gerrity and so far as I knew he had not been linked to the 
statements made to us. Heathen pointed out that in a limited number of instances 
where there are individuals in cities outside of Washington he contacts former 
Agents in those cities who handle the leads for him. He mentioned that within the 
next few days he is going to send a case to Former Special Agent DuBois in Miami. 
He then pointed out that his principle cases have been the following:

Maheu stated that if there, was any question in our minds about them 
he would be glad to have every file in his office opened up and reviewed by whoever 
the' Bureau would designate. He also stated that he had purposely stayed 
away from several friends of his in the Bureau since the incident pertaining to 
the SAC letter because he did not want to cause a reflection to be cash Upon anyone. 


He further stated that the only contact he had had with a Bureau 
Agent was with our Legal Attache in Rome, Peter Cattaneo, whom he contacted 
to give copies, of the Onassis documents. Cattaneo advised us of this contact 
and he denied that there were any other contacts. Shortly after Maheu left, 

Mr. H. L. Edwards' memorandum of February 11th came across my desk 
referring to SAC Soucy's letter of February 8th referring to a telephone call 
from Maheu referring to when Soucy's retirement might take place, indicating 

I that Maheu would offer Soucy a position. Maheu did not, of coufrse, tell of this 
incident. Perhaps he would not think this fit the case since he was talking in 
terms of contacts, pertaining to information.

In the course of the. conversation in referring to the SAC Letter inci- 
dent Maheu stated he did not personally know the details. I told him that this was a 
matter of concern to us. He stated it was a matter of concern to him because the 
Director has a right to sard out any kind of communication he desires and no one 
in his. organization has a right to inquire intoit. He again reiterated on how he 
fired one former Agent, referring to former SA Howar^Keahy. I asked Maheu 
exactly how he had gotten the information. He stated that he did not know who from 
the Bureau gave it; that it came to them by a peison no longer in the Bureau. He 
then stated that theapjer. sou who gave the information to them first called on the 
telephone and then there were two visits by members of his staff to the former 
Agent. I inquired what the former Agent was doing. He stated that he was a 
businessman. This, of course, is one of the. versions that Howard Leahy told us;

He 
advised me that he had learned of this through Agents of the Washington. Field Office 
who had joked with him about it. Supervisor Obendorf of the Field Office in a 
conversation with former SA John Murphy, was advised by Murphy that he first 
heard about, the SAC Letter on Thursday evenirg, October 17th, when he received 
a telephone call from a Bureau Supervisor asking him why Maheu was on the 
Bureau's, black list. Murphy gave the explanation that the Bureau supervisor 
was not givinghim information but vras seeking a reason for the Bureau's putting 
out this material on Maheu Associates. 


/ There, of course, has been considerable speculation as it is obvious 
that there is widespread covering up., W^ have not interviewed John Murphy 
officially. l am inclined to think it would fiaye its merits to send for John Murphy 
and ask him exactly how he got the information. He probably will not tell us, but 
will probably make him cautious in the future and should he not tell us then .1 think 
we would be thoroughly justified in letting the word get outTn view of the fact that 
Murphy was not cooperative that the Bureau would look with disfavor upon 
.Agents hanging out there in his restaurant since it is not a secure place from the 
standpoint of information.

Rhoades advised Holmes he did not and told him wire tapping 
was a violation of Federal law over which the FBI has jurisdiction. 

He also told Holmes he would hate to see an ex-FBI Agent go to jail. 
Holmes laughed this off. 

On 2/11/55* Holmes saw Rhoades and stated he has /contact who 
has a tape recording unit who will do the job. Rhoades again reminded 
jHolmes about violating the Federal law and Holmes said this matter 
I involves a $150,000,000 deal re a gas pipeline.

Maheu advised Bureau 1-15-52 that because of 
Director* s recommendation he was offered and accepted the 
position- of Compliance and Security Officer of the Small 
Defense Plants Administration, which subsequent to 12-1-53 
became known as the Small Business Administration. 


Maheu visited Director 2-26-54 to pay respects 
and advised he had resigned from' SBA and was opening, a 
private investigative agency.

In March, 1954> Wendell Burton Barnes, SBA 
Administrator advised that Maheu had been incompetent 
in respect to handling security matters for that agency. 

He advised that he had heard "stories” concerning Maheu 
at the time he, Barnes, became Administrator of SBA; 
that he had been told by friends in the White House of 
certain indiscretions on the part of former SBA 
Administrator William Mitchell and that he was also told 
Maheu had accompanied Mitchell on a number of trips when 
these indiscretions occurred. He stated that he was also 
aware of the fact that Maheu had told at least six employees 
of SBA of the information developed by the FBI in a security 
investigation concerning a former employee of SBA. Barnes 
stated he was very irritated with Maheu as Compliance and 
Security officer because of the fact he was passing out 
information of a security nature to employees of SBA who 
had no reason to be advised. 

ROBERT A. MAHEU AND ASSOCIATES 

Information received 7-9 -54 reflects Maheu 
associated with former Special Agent Raymond Taggert in' 
a private investigative enterprise known as Robert A. Maheu 
and Associates in Washington, D. C. Information dated 8-6-54 
reflects former Special Agent Howard J. Leahy had joined 
this; firm. On 9-7-54 it was noted that Robert A. Maheu and 
Associates were considering conducting a survey of police 
departments and Mr . ' Tolson commented "We should watch this ''■> 
closely or they will use us." ■ 

A memorandum, dated 9-17-54 reflects SA Charles W. 
Lyons advised the Director he had been approached by Maheu 
who offered him a position which he refused. However, a 
memorandum dated 9-20-54 reflects that SAs Louis J. Russell, 
Richard Lawrence and Charles Lyons had joined Maheu* s firm. 
This memorandum also indicated that on 1-15-54 former 
Inspector Egan advised the Bureau that two confidential 
sources alleged that Leahy had engaged in homosexual practice 
and had been a drunkard after leaving FBI; the Director 
commented on memorandum "We must see that we are most 
circumspect in all dealings with Maheu here and in the 
field."

to furnish the identities of guests before their arrival. 

The Phoenix Division is being instructed to advise

* , Just who is Robert Maheu— what did he do 
|for the FBI during the war and after? Why 
did Hughes choose him to eventually become 
his official spokesman and administrator of a 
$300 million Nevada empire? 

In this exclusive interview Maheu finally 
sets the record straight and describes his 
ficareer in the FBI. 

“During World War II, I worked for the 
^Federal Bureau of Investigation,” Maheu 
'.tegnn—ta’he early part of 1942 was a time' 
'j’hen espionage had evolved to a point where 
. there were many double and triple agents.” ' 

' The ' Germans had decided 'tef'serfd" an 
espionage team to the U.S. using a lead man 
who was to offer his services to the U.S. 
government, he continued. The Germans i 
would then send a technician to set up a radio • 
transmitter. 

“As you know, one of the big problems in 
those days was the quick transmission of 
information. It did no good if Nazi in- 
telligence got the information after the fact,” 
Maheu explained. 

The lead man they chose to send was a 
famous French aviator, Dieudonne Costes. 

He had been one of the great pilots of World 
War I. At the time of the German takeover in 
France he was a vice-president of the , 
Hispano Suiza Company. Costes is the man 
whs-retosngd Lindbergh’s flight in 1930. 

The Germans felt he would be the ideal, 
jnan to send since he would be the .reaaiiSL.

To most of the rest of the public, 
Maheu was a nonentity until 
stories about Howard Hughes’ 
“disappearance” began to hit the 
press last December. Maheu had"* 
been his top hired hand, the man 
who operated the vast (estimated 
$300 million) Hughes Nevada 
Operations, among other tasks. 
Quite suddenly that December 
\Maheu was the man Hughes had 
\\ed, the man- who was hinting 
A&At, not Hughes, but sinister 
forces within the Hughes organi- 
zation had fired him. As far us the , 
past went most of the stories 
listed Maheu simply as an "ex- 
i'IfBI agent.” 

But Bob Maheu has long been 
considerably more than that. In 
the not-so-recent past, he was one 
of the fastest movers ever to 
sprint through Washington. 

Maheu set up a private investi- 
gative firm that for years stajkgd 
WSbiungtdn unchallenge 4 ?, aiding 
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gr eat corpo rations and, irat e ali- 
mony-payers. He mixed with Sen- 
ators and well-placed security 
men around the Federal sector, as 
well as with Greek shipping giant 
Stavros Niarchos and Savile 
Row-tailored lawyers who garner 
$100 for nodding wisely exactly 
twice during an hour. 

He aided Nixon forces during 
the "dump Nixon” drive in 1956. 

When certain elements in the 
CIA decided to assassinate Fidel 
Castro, it was reportedly Bob Ma- 
heu they turned to for help in ar- 
ranging for Mafia chieftains to 
find the would-be killer. (And 
Johnny Roselli, the West Coast 
mobster mentioned as the man 
who helped make arrangements 
during the assassination tries, 
later was reported to have re- 
tained an interest in a lucrative 
concession of one of the Hughes 
hotels during Maheu’s steward- 
ship.) 

Bob Maheu was one of that cu- 
rious sort who wander on the 
fringe of notoriety in Washing-

A grocer’s son, Bob Maheu grew 
up in Waterville, Maine, wanting 
to be a lawyer. He graduated from 
Holy Cross College, but his 
Georgetown law school days were 
jcut short. Maheu entered FBI 
agent classes just before World 
War II erupted. 

After conducting some counter- 
spy operations that were not as 
grim as he makes them sound, he 
quit in 1947 to get rich in the 
booming postwar economy. But 
. his subsequent attempt to corner 
the canned cream market 
squirted him into disaster. On the 
verge of bankruptcy, he went into 
government security work, wind- 
ing up as assistant to the director 
of the Small Business Adminis- 
tration here. 

In 1954, caught on the wrong 
side of a bureaucratic power 
struggle. Bob Maheu set up in 
business for himself. , 

He wangled some office space 
at 917 15th Street N W from Car- , 
mine Bellino, a friend of the Ken- 
nedy family, and opened Robert 
A. Maheu & Associates. Maheu 
now tends to refer to it as a man- 
agement consultant firm. In fact, 
it was a private investigative firm 
and most of the Associates were, 
tlike the boss, former FBI agents. 

I As it grew the firm became some- 
Jthing of a halfway house for FBI 
agents leaving the Bureau. 
Though they muffed a few cases, 
Robert A. Maheu & Associates 
was the best such firm this city 
has seen in the past 30 years. 
During a recent conversation 
in Las Vegas, Maheu recalled that 
he "didn’t get rich overnight, but I 
did very” vrex? overnight?'"' - ’ 7 ' 


O np nf the first ways he "did 
very well” was handling a case for 
Stavros Niarchos, who wanted 
Bob Maheu to help undo a con- 
tract his sometime brother-in-law 
and jealous rival, Aristotle Onas- 
sis, had signed with Saudi Arabia. 
After months of tense interna- 
tional maneuvering, Bob Maheu 
did just that. 

Niarchos was so impressed with 
Maheu’s work on the matter (and 
amused by the low fee Maheu 
sought) that he put Maheu & As- 
sociates on a retainer of $25,000 a 
yearfdrfive years, as a'btffiGs?

Maheu. Often referred to as 
"charming” because of his inter- 
est in others, he made many 
friends in Washington, the kind 
i of friends who can help with a fa- 
■ vor later. . { 

| One former Maheu Associate j 
recalls another eatly mission was 
tied to Howard Hughes. The asso- j 
date says that the job involved ' 
surveillance of Stuart Cramer HI, ; 
who at the time had recently mar- 
ried actress Jean Peters. The cou- 
ple was living in Washington. She 
soon divorced Cramer and mar- 
ried Hughes. If one asks Maheu 
today if that was his first case fot 
Hughes, Maheu replies: "You did 
say the first? To that, the answer 
is no.” 

In other "missions” — 

• Maheu and Associates 
lined up stockholders in a bitter 
New York Central proxy fight. 

• They aided the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee 
when the senators dashed after 
the publicity in some housing 
scandals. (The senatorial associa- 
tion was flaunted.) 

• , An Associate rigged up a chair 
with an electronic eavesdropping 
device, then left it in the apart-

With th e information gathered by 


a listening device in an’ a part- 
ment down the hall, according to 
the client, they were able to- re- 
duce the alimony he paid. 

• In the mid ’50s Maheu also 
helped lawyer Edward Bennett 
Williams in the defense of Aldo 

' Icardi, accused in a bizarre World 
War II murder. 

• Maheu and several Associates 
sold approximately $60,000 worth 
i of electronic equipment to the Do- 
minican Republic regime of Gen- 
eral Rafael Trujillo. 'T thought it 
was al) a sophisticated type of 
thing that would detect firearms 
brought in at the airport,” says 
Maheu today. He is careful to add 
that since he was often out of 
town on assignments he didn’t al- 
ways know what his pack of ex-G- 

| men might have been up or down 
I to. 

i o In 1956 Harold Stassen was 
j pumping to "Dump Nixon.” Ma- 
heu & Associates oversaw a poll 
that countered a poll by Stassen 
that showed Richard Nixon to be 
a drag on the Republican ticket. 
Maheu’s counterpoll, of course, 
showed Nixon to be a plus. It was 
mainly backed (though Maheu 
neglects to mention it) by William 
Loeb, the controversial New 
Ha mpshir e publishe r. „ 

"I took 3 on missions that most 

peoplP-JyouJd call imposs ible,” 
says Maheu in Kis slow emphatic 
voice, hopeful, one suspects, that 
the phrase will catch. 

• Once, during those balmy Asso- 
ciate days, he sent some of his 
men over to do a bugging test for 
Tommy (the Cork) Corcoran, the 
New Deal brain truster lawyer. 
The results were negative. 

• Maheu entertainedlavishly and 
well in a large home out in Sleepy 
Hollow in the Virginia suburbs. A 
gourmet who loves to cook, Ma- 
heu often had lobsters flown in 
fresh from Maine for dinner par-

• Maheu served, as a consultant 
to David McDonald when he was 
head of the United Steelworkers 
Union. "Bob is a goddamn great, 
fine and decent man,” says Mc- 
Donald today. Maheu helped dur- 
ing a strike and an election. 

• Maheu and Associates also used 
[their. FBI-honed skills, according 
j to several sources, for corpora- 
' tions such as Westinghouse, Pan- 
handle Eastern gas pipeline. Con- 
tinental Airlines, and Schenley’s 
Corporation, whose owner con- 
tributed over $1 million to the J. 
Edgar Hoover Foundation. 


By the early ’60s Maheu was do- 
ing more work for Hughes, often 
flying from Washington to the 
West Coast, where he still repre- 
sented Hughes’ interests in many 
halls of power. Around 1962 he 
moved to a suburb of Los Angeles 
and operated on the second level 
of the Hughes empire. 

' "He isolated nerve centers and 
went after them,” recalls friend 
(Hal Marlowe, the (ex-FBI) former 
under -sheriff of Los Angeles 
County. 

As might be expected, some en- 
emies were also left behind. Lou 
Russell, an ex-Associate, remem- 
bers telling him, "You son of a 
bitch, you trade on friendship.” 
Others remember Maheu as 
something of a blowhard who 
hinted at big connections that 
' were often tenuous at best. 

As for the surprisingly common 
ta lk that, his' Washin gton fi rm 
was at one time fund ed b y th e

In 1966, in a stunning 
set of financial maneu- 
vers, Howard Hughes 
began to buy into Las 
Vegas.

• cally elevated to the caste 
of confidante, alter ego. 

They made an odd pair, 
set in the neoned bowl of 
Nevada desert. On the 
one (and upper) hand, the 
soprano-voiced Texan, 
born to wealth, bold avia- 
tor turned gaunt recluse, 
business genius, the sort 
of man who boasted of 
deflowering scores of vir- 
gins but sired no known 
heirs. 

On the other hand, the 
bass-voiced French-Ca- 
nadian worker’s son, 
growing up hungry in his 
own way, a gregarious

near-bankrupt, a pro- 
fessedly devout Catholic, 
watchful father of four.

■ and stated that many people had been "flimf lamed" as a result of investing 
money in this enterprise. He furnished the names of various individuals in 
Waterville , Maine and New York City who could furnished information in this 
regard. The Director noted, "Get to bottom of this promptly , " 

(Maheu) 

By memorandum dated 1-29-53 it was recommended and approved that he/not be 
recommended by the Bureau for any position in the future. Inquiry reflected 
that Mr, Daviau k had apparently had considerable controversy with Maheu in con- 
nection with " Dairy Dream Farms" and sued Maheu in Municipal Court, New York 
City during November, 1952, for legal services rendered, Roland Figue of 
New York stated Maheu told Judge during this hearing that he (Maheu) had been 
recommended for the position he held at that time by the. Director, Mr, Daviau 
made no mention of this incident in his letter or upon subsequent interview. 
Inquiry reflected Maheu apparently had experienced extensive financial diffi- 
culties in connection with "Dairy Dream Farms" and still owed considerable 
money as a result, Daviau and Vigue did not believe he acted honestly' and 
I in good faith in this connection and felt he had capitalised on his former 
association with the FBI, Various individuals at Waterville , Maine, including 
several who lost money in Maheu f s venture, felt he acted in good faith and was 
attempting to see that the „ investors who lost money were eventually repaid. 

No further inquiry would be made but Maheu would not be recommended by the 
Bureau in the future. 

By letter dated 3-23-53 Mr. John E. Horne, Administrative Assistant to Senator 
Sparkman, Committee on Banking and Currency, U. S . Senate, pointed out to the 
Director that he had resigned from his position with the Small Defense Plants 
Admini stration and wanted the Director to know that Maheu was continuing to 
meet the high standards set by the Bureau . His letter was acknowledged undet 
date of 3-26-53 and appreciation was expressed for his kind comments. t 

By memorandum dated 4-13-53 it was recommended and approved that the inquiry 
received for his service record from the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare 4-9-53 be replied to with the information that since his resignation 
from the FBI, the Bureau had learned he engaged in an unsuccessful business 
venture, left many outstanding debts and that many creditors felt he had been 
unethical with his business dealings* Memorandum dated 4-14-53 reflected 
that Mr. Laughlin had informed the person inquiring that upon checking the 
Bureau *s records that we regretted that we could not recommend him. It was 
stated that in view of this all further dealings with Maheu by the Department 
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of Health , Education and Welfare would he cancelled completely . 

Memorandum dated 10-29-53 reflected that a request for Maheu ' s service record 
was telephonically received 10-28-53 from E. J. Stocking , Assistant Chief , 
t Examining Division , U. S. Civil Service Commi ssi on, Mr, Stocking stated that 
j the Commission was conducting an investigation of Maheu , who was presently 
I employed as Compliance and Security Officer , Small Defense Plants Administra - 
tion, in that he was being considered by the latter agency for the Administra- 
tive Officer's position in Grade G-S-17, which necessitated a clearance by the 
Civil Service Commission from the loyalty , character and general reputation 
standpoint. It was recommended and approved that Mr. Stocking should be tele- 
phonically advised that Maheu 's work record was satisfactory while, he was with 
the Bureau , that during the time he was with us nothing derogatory was known 
concerning his character or integrity; but the Bureau received information 
subsequent to his resignation indicating that he engaged in an unsuccessful 
business venture, left many debts outstanding and that some creditors felt he 
was unethical in his business dealings; further that the Bureau had not con- 
ducted any investigati on of his business. This was subsequently done. 

Memorandum dated 11-3-53 reflected that he had been elected Treasurer of 
the Washington Chapter of the Society of Former Special Agents. 

On 2-26-54 the Director saw former Special Agent Robert A, Maheu . Mr. Maheu 
called to pay his respects and to state that he had resigned from the Small 
Business Administration and was opening a private investigative agency. He 
stated he wanted the Director to know that if at any time he could be of 
any service to the Bureau he was always available . Mr. Maheu expressed him- 
self quite strongly as to how he thought ex-Agents should act and should try 
to live up to the high ideals of the Bureau. The Director told Mr. Maheu 
he shared this same view but this was one of the reasons that he ( Director ) 
had been concerned about the Society of Former Special Agents in that they 
accepted for membership therein individuals who did not always have a satis- 
factory record when in the FBI. The Director further stated that the sole 
criterion seemed to be that as long as a man was not dismissed with pre judice 
he was eligible for acceptance in the Former Agents Assoc iation 3 whereas he, 
Mr. Mah&&, knew many times Agents were requested to resign because of unsatis- 
factory work or conduct. 

In a letter to the Director dated 3-11-54 Mr. Maheu stated he sincerly felt - 
that, before embardking on a new career , the privilege of a personal inter- 
view with the Director would serve as the stimulus for his bearing foremost 
in mind the high ideals upon which the Director had always patterned his own 
life. Mr. Maheu stated his wife had had her annual examination and she was 
found to be in excellent condition. He further stated , starting 4-1-54 he 
would be located at 917 15th Street , N . 1 7., and he would very much appreciate 
an autographed photograph of the Director for his new office. His le tter was 
acknowledged by letter dated 3-16-54 and an autographed photograph of the 
Director was forwarded to him under separate cover. 
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On 3-31-54 Mr. Boardman and Mr, Malley interviewed Wendell Burton Barnes , 
the Administrator of Small Business Administration , concerning allegations 
of a critical nature concerning the FBI attributed to Barnes by former 
SA Raymond Taggart* Mr, Barnes furnished detailed information relative to 
situation existing at the Small Business Administration involving former 
I SA Robert Maheu as Director of Compliance and Security and the close relation? 
ship of Maheu with Taggart* Barnes also cited inf ormati on made known to 
him concerning indiscretions of William Mitchell previous Administrator of 
Small Business Administration (SBA) and the fad that Maheu was with Mitchell 
when some of these indiscretions occurred, Barnes further cited attempts 
| made by Maheu to block his confirmation by having Scott McLeod of the State 
i Department contact individual Senators . Barnes related incident where 
Taggart was responsible for having individuals working on future plans of 
SBA activities prior to receiving position or security clearance , These 
alls gations were discussed in detail with Barnes, He appreciated receiving 
correct information concerning matters he had discussed with Taggart •. Barnes 
stated his remarks concerning the competency of Bureau Agents was mis- 
interpreted and the remark was that Treasury Agents had background and 
training more suitable to the needs of SBA official work. Barnes was not 
critical of special inquiry investigation concerning him and stated he was 
much to busy to handle liaison matters with the -Bureau and hoped to locate 
a man for the position of Compliance and Security Director that would have 
the respect of all Government agencies and be able to effectively handle 
liaison. He was completely unsatisfied with the loyalty to him of Maheu 
and Taggart and stated he had no place in his organisation for an individual 
who would go to his previous employer with information furnished to him in 
connection with official remarks , He stated he had no complaints against 
FBI personnel. His complaints were against ex-FBI personnel in his 
organisation. Barnes stated if the occasion ever arose when he did have 
complaints to make, he would furnish them in writing to the Director where 
he was sure they would receive proper attention* It was recommended and 
approved that in view of the comments made by Mr. Barnes relative to his 
desire to copperate with the Bureau and his statement that he had absolutely 
no complaint to make concerning Bureau personnel, the restriction of not 
haying any contact with SBA until this matter was settled be removed at this 
time. 

On 7-8 r -54 the Director saw former Special Agent Maheu who was at the present 
. time engaged in business with a private detective agency in Washington, D. C, 
Mr. Maheu informed the Director that he had recently , signed a contract with 
i the Senate Banking and Currency Committee to do certain investigative work 
l for that Committee . He also informed the Director that from time to time, 
in the course of investigations which they conduct for private clients, 
they ran across some information which he thought might be of interest to 
the Bureau and he wanted to know how he could make the same available to the 
Bureau . He mentioned particularly the fact that recently Colonel Henry A. 
Byroade, who he stated was an official of the State Department, was known 
to have had a luncheon engagement with the Alspps which extended for an 
hour and a half . The Director told Mr, Maheu that whenever he came across 
any information which he thought might be of interest to the Bureau, he 
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_shouldfeel at libe rty to fo rward it to the Director's Office marked 
^ f Perso^iizim4-&«nflSentiar^ , :'\]) 

On 7-8-54 Former Special Agent Taggart telephonically contacted Mr , H , L • 
Edwards and advised that he and Former Special Agent Maheu were now 
associated together in the private investigative enterprise at 917 15th 
Street , N, V, operating under the name of Robert A • Mahei£ and Associates , 

The purpose of his call was to ascertain whether the Bureau had any know- 
ledge of a former stenographer who might be available to accept a 
secretarial position with them . Mr • Edwards told Mr, Taggart that he 
(Mr, Edwards ) knew of nobody who would fill the bill , 

Director ' sfr££u% in g slip dated 7-30-54 reflected that Former Agent Maheu 
called the Director's Office and stated he wanted the Director to know he 
was leaving Sunday , 8-1-54 , for London for a wedk or ten days in connection 
with the Onassis deal , He said that he had talked with the Vice President 
that morning and was very en thus iatic about the whole investigation , He 
said that the Onassis deal revolved around a virtual monopoly of all the ail 
in Saudi-Arabia, He said he was going to send two men to Saudi-Arabia to 
make inquiry and that "all interested agencies in the government' would be 
advised , He said if the Director wanted any information which he had 
concer.hing this matter that his files were ope# and all that the Director 
had to do was to so indicate • He said formeffflaymond Taggart had all the 
information and the Bureau should feel free to call him , 

On 8-5-54 Mr, Winterrowd interviewed former Special Agent Leahy and he(Leahy) 
stated that he and a number of other former Special Agents were working 
for the Robert A • Maheu Associates which had been organised by former 
Special Agent Maheu and was an investigative analyist group , Leahy stated 
- his purpose in coming to the Bureau was that he desired, on behalf of the 
Robert A, Maheu Associates, to let the Bureau know they had a contract for 
the Capehart Committee to run out investigative leads , Leahy stated that 
he also wanted to make sure that the Bureau knew that the Robert A • Maheu 
Associates had no intent or desire whatsoever to interfere with the Bureau 
in any manner , He further stated that on occasions pertinent information 
was obtained which would pe of interest to the Bureau and that it was the 
desire of Maheu and all members of the staff to make it available to the 
Bureau , Leahy was critical of the Capehart Investi gating Committee saying 
that it had unexperienced personnel , He said further that the staff of 
the Committee only gave them individual leads and did not provide them with 
basic and background information. Therefore, the work being done for the 
Committee was sometimes disjointed and they did not know the full signifi- 
cance of the leads, I n other word's, they work on a "one shot lead" basis , 
xlt was recommended unless advised to the contrary , information would be 
j accepted from Leahy or the Maheu Associates as the Bureau would from any 
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I other source ; however , the Bureau would be most circumspect in any 
conversations the Bureau might have with any members of this group* The 
Director noted "Right," 

On 8-20-54 Mr, John D, Marsh, who owned and operated the Marsh Building, 
Washington, D, C ,, called Mr, Mohr to ask if he could give any guidance 
or advice with respect to leasing space to the Robert A, Maheu Associates • 
He (Marsh) said he understood that Maheu was a former Special Agent and 
ne had associated with him a group of other former Agents who were engaged 
ip the private investigative business , He said he had no idea what they 
. were doing and he would like to get a line on them before he entered into 
any lease with them, Mr, Mohr told Mr, Marsh that Maheu was a former Agent 
in the Bureau, that he left the Bureau some time ago and there was not 
anything Mr, Mohr could furnish him from the Bureau’s records which would 

I be of any assistance to him, Mr, Mohr did tell him, however, that before 
having Maheu move into his space he should stop f look and listen , Mr,- 
Marsh expressed appreciation and said he would be guided accordingly , 

On 9-10-54 Mr, J, S, Rogers advised that former Special Agent Leahy came to 
hi.s' office on 9-7-54 and inquired if the Bureau at the present time was 
conducting surveys of police departments, Mr, Rogers told Leahy the Bureau 
was not. He stated that Robert A, Maheu Associates was considering going 
into this field but did not want to do so if the Bureau had any objecti on 
- whatsoever , Mr, Rogers told Leahy that he (Rogers) did not know of any 
grounds upon which the Bureau would object to or approve of his company 
conducting surveys, Mr, Tolson noted "We should watch this closely or they 
will use us," The Director noted ’’ I agree," 

On 9-17-54 the Director saw Special Agent Charles W, Lyons of the 
Washington Field Office who stated he had been approached by former Special 
Agent Robert Maheu, who was operating some sort of an investigative agency 
in Washington, D . C,, and had offered the position of opening a London 
branch for Maheu’s outfit, Lyons stated he told Maheu that he could not 
consider this matter unless it had the Director’s approval and that was 
the reason Lyons came to see the Director, The Director told Lyons that 
any decision in a matter of that kind would have to be made solely by him. 
The Director suggested that he consider , first, the material advantages of 
leaving the Bureau after fourteen years of service , and second, whether he 
would be happy in the new work upon which he was to embark, Lyons stated 
he had considered these aspects and was interested in accepting the offer 
and in entering upon the new field of work, Lyons stated that he thought - 
1 that being at London he might be able to be of some service to our Legal 
Attache and wanted the Bureau to know that it would always have his 
cooperation. The Director thanked Lyons for his offer. It is to be noted 
that Lyons resigned 9-24-54, 

On 9-17-54 Mr. Holloman advised that the Director desired a memorandum 
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regarding former Agent Maheu, who operated the "Maheu Associates" in 
Washington , D , C, Such a memorandum was prepared under date of 9-20-54, 
setting out the fact that his Bur eau/Io$.% c satis factory , However, subsequent 
to his resignation he had organised a general brokerage business and it was 
disclosed he was involved in considerable controversy as a result of this 
business venture having been sued in Municipal Court, New York City, during 
November, 1952, for legal services rendered , He had experienced extensive 
financial difficulties as a result of this venture ,. Certain sources felt 
he had capitalised on his former association with the Bureau , It was 
pointed out that former Agents Raymond' Taggart and Howard J. Leahy were 
associated with Maheu , (in connection with Leahy, former Inspector Egan 
advised on 1-15-54 , that two confidential sources had alleged that Leahy 
had engaged in homosexual practices and had been a drunkard subsequent to 
leaving the Bureau ), It was believed, also, ■ that former Agents Louis J, 
Russell, Richard Lawrence and Charles Vf, Lyons were Believed to be 
associated with Maheu or were contemplating being associated with him , 

The Director noted, "We must see that we are most circumspect in all dealings 
with Maheu here and in the Field", 

On 9-22-54 a memorandum was directed to the Legal Attache at London, and 
copies were directed to the Legal Attaches in Paris, Salzburg , Heidelberg, 
Madrid and Rome, pointing out the fact that Maheu was now in the process of 
opening offices in cities outside the United States, This memorandum 
pointed out it was entirely possible that members of this organisation 
would contact the Legal Attaches and the Bureau called to the Legal Attaches 
attention that this was strictly a private investigative body which had no 
official government connection and accordingly representatives of the 
Bureau could not render any assistance or furnish any information to 
members of the Maheu group. 

Under date of 10-5-54 SAC Letter 54-53 was prepared and sent out and, among 
other things, it made ■ reference to Robert A, Maheu Associates, By 
memorandum dated 10-12-54 Mr, Mohr said Mr, Nichold had advised that the 
Director had asked for an explanation as to w'hrg; the Bureau sent out an 
SAC Letter concerning the Robert A, Maheu Associates, SAC Letter 54-53 
was marked "Personal Attention, Strictly Confidential ", Section K was the 
pertinent section and it consisted of two paragraphs. This section was 
quoted as follows: 

"(K) ROBERT A, MAHEU ASSOCIATES — Former Special Agent Robert A, Maheu 
has initiated a private investigative agency in Washington, D, C, , and 
has hired several former Special Agents ■ to assist in the operation*of this 
organisation, Although this is strictly a private investigative body which 
has no official Government connection it is understood that the organisation 
may do investigative work for congressional committees on a contractual 
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basis. Maheu is now in the process of opening offices' in cities outside the 
United States." 

• "I warit all Special Agents advised of the existence of this organisation 
and instructed that they must be most circumspect in all dealings with 
Maheu or any of his representatives. In the event any investigative 
personnel should receive any information regarding the activities of this 
organisation, or if any investigative personnel are contacted by 
representatives of this organisation the Bureau should be immediately 
advised." V 

Mr. Mohr said that following the preparation of a memorandum by the 
Administrative Division concerning the operation of Robert A. Maheu 
Associates on 9-20-54 3 the Director noted on this memorandum 3 "We must see 
that we are most circumspect in our dealings with Maheu here and in the 
field.", Mr. Mohr said when this memorandum was received 3 he discussed with 
Mr. Nichols the desirability of sending out an SAC Letter along general 
lines and Mr. Nichols suggested that an SAC Letter be prepared along the 
lines of the letter sent to all Legal Attaches dated 9-22-54. Mr. Mohr 
said he issued the necessary instructions in the Administrative Division 
and had the SAC Letter prepared and specifically instructed that the 
substance of it be rather general in nature but that the field keep the 
Bureau informed of the activities of Maheu Associates. Mr. Mohr said of' 
course 3 the Bureau was only interested in those activities of Maheu 
Associates which would be of interest to the Bureau. Mr. Mohr said that 
at the time the SAC Letter was prepared he was aware of the fact that 
Maheu held a contract with the Capehart Committee to do investigative work 
and he had done some pnli.+.i.nnl innes-hi nations in New England and 

particularly in Maine for I • that he ha d done some 

investigative work for\ \m re gara tc efforts to obtain 

| and Mr. Mohr was aware that 

Maheu’s outfit was apparently interested in entering the field of police v . 
surveys. Mr. Mohr said it seemed obvious to him that an SAC Letter was 11 
necessary in this matter in order to alert the field to the potential b7C 
activities of Maheu Associates 3 particularly when the Bureau knew that 
Maheu had some rather questionable former Agents working for him. It seemed 
a shame 3 Mr. Mohr said 3 that the Bureau could not seem to send instructions 
to our Agents without having them blabber it all over Washington but 
Mr. Mohr guessed in the preparation of every SAC Letter and instruction to 
the field we have got to assume that anything that was said would eventually 
find its way to the public domain or at least to the ears of those about 
whom we were writing. Mr. Mohr said he accepted full responsibility for 
the SAC Letter that was sent out with respect to Robert A. Maheu A sociates 
since if was prepared at his instruction and he personally approved the 
contents of this SAC Letter. 
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By letter dated 11-29-54 the Director expressed his sympathy on the 
death of Mr. Maheu's father. By letter dated 12-13-54 Mr. Maheu 
thanked the Director for his expression of sympathy. 

By letter dated 7-2-59 he advised the Director of the birth of their 
fourth child and that the Director might recall in 1945 when his 
wife had tuberculosis they were informed that it would be impossible 
to have any more children. Since her remarkable recovery they have 
had three healthy children. He further stated he and his wife often 
talk of the Director’s great cooperation during her sickness. This 
letter was acknowledged by letter dated 7-9-59. 

It is noted that Maheu is a former Bureau Agent who entered on duty 
12-9-40 and resigned 7-24-47. The Bureau has been most circumspect 
in its dealings with Maheu since 1953. By then Maheu had Experienced 
extensive financial difficulties and it was reported that when sued 
in court for legal services, Maheu attempted to capitalize on his 
former associations with the FBI and flaunted the fact that he had 
been recommended by the Director for the position he held. In^view 
of this, his name was removed from our Former Agents List. Since 
commencing operations as a private investigative agency, his ethics 
and trustworthiness have become questionable. In 1955 he was called 
into the Bureau and cautioned against spreading rumors or allowing 
rumors to be spread to the effect that his agency had inroads into 
FBI files. In November, 1958, he refused to be interviewed at the 
Washington Field Office regarding the possibility that he or some 
of his employees may have had knowledge of a technical surveillance 
on Jesus de Galindez prior to his disappearance in 1956. He at- 
tempted to dictate conditions of interview which were refused. 


Memorandum to Mr. Tolson dated 11-5-59 reflected that while Mr. 
Mohr was discus sing other matters with former Special Agent [ 
he learned fronJ 


|that Maheu was well known in the Labor 

cocktail circuit in Washington, D. C. Maheu is listed as residing 
in Washington, D. C. , and his occupation is given as Public Relations, 
Investigations. It will be recalled that information had been 
received that Maheu had been doing some investigative work (he 
called it public relations activity) for
